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Introduction 

The  Wild  Rose  Foundation  was  founded  by 
the  Wild  Rose  Foundation  Act,  assented  to 
on  November  13,  1984.  The  Foundation 
concluded  its  first  fiscal  period  of  4 1/2 
months  duration  on  March  31,  1985.  This  is 
the  Foundation’s  second  annual  report,  but 
it  is  the  first  embracing  a full  12  month 
period  of  operations. 

Lotteries  in  Alberta 

Lotteries  were  introduced  to  Alberta  in  1974. 
Since  then  they  have  generated  residual 
profits  for  the  benefit  of  Albertans.  The 
Alberta  government  retains  no  part  of  these 
funds,  but  directs  them  to  community  organ- 
izations including  foundations,  Alberta 
Sport  Council,  agricultural  societies, 
research  centres,  and  many  others.  The 
Wild  Rose  Foundation  is  grateful  to  have  the 
opportunity  to  provide  generous  assistance  to 
a wide  range  of  Alberta  organizations  which 
are  dedicated  to  improving  the  quality  of 
life  in  Alberta. 


Purpose 

The  Wild  Rose  Foundation  Act  states  that 
the  purpose  of  the  Foundation  is  to  provide 
funding  to  volunteer  non-profit  organizations 
that  provide  necessary  and  valuable  com- 
munity services  to  Albertans,  with  the 
proviso  that  funding  cannot  be  provided  in 
respect  of  services  or  programs  that  come 
within  the  objects  of  the  other  beneficiaries 
of  lottery  funds. 

Income 

Our  income  comes  from  The  Western 
Canada  Lottery  Foundation.  Our  allotment 
of  funds  from  this  source  was  $1,000,000  in 
each  of  the  fiscal  periods  ended  March  31, 
1985  and  1986,  and  this  has  been  increased 
to  a maximum  of  $1,250,000  for  the  year 
ended  March  31,  1987.  In  addition  we  enjoy 
the  investment  income  from  an  endowment 
of  $4,500,000;  this  income  provided 
$555,591  in  the  current  year.  Administration 
costs  aggregated  to  $207,911  during  the 
current  year;  expressed  as  a percentage  of 
our  total  revenue,  this  amounts  to  13.4%, 
which  seems  a satisfactory  percentage  when 
compared  with  similar  Foundations.  We  are 
anxious  to  keep  our  administration  costs  as 
low  as  reasonably  possible,  in  order  to  max- 
imize funds  available  to  worthy  applicants 
who  seek  our  support. 

Grants 

As  may  be  seen  from  the  audited  financial 
statements  included  herein,  we  have  approved 
grants  of  $1,765,385  during  the  current  year. 
The  applicants  for  these  grants  have  met  all 
our  requirements,  and  thus  the  grants  are 
recorded  as  expenditures,  and  to  the  extent 
they  were  unpaid  at  March  31,  1986,  as 
liabilities  in  the  amount  of  $582,320.  In 
addition  to  these  grants,  we  have  made 
commitments  to  other  applicants  totalling 
$404,727,  provided  certain  conditions  are 
fulfilled;  these  commitments  are  not 
reflected  as  expenditures  or  liabilities,  but 
are  referred  to  in  Note  7 to  the  financial 
statements.  The  conditions  which  we  require 


to  be  met  are  normally  fulfilled  in  due 
course,  and  consequently  it  is  fair  to  say 
that  grants  and  commitments  which  we  fully 
expect  to  meet  amounted  to  $2,170,112  in  the 
current  fiscal  year.  This  means  that  prac- 
tically all  of  the  funds  available  for  distribu- 
tion have  been  granted  or  committed  to 
successful  applicants.  It  is  the  objective  of 
the  Members  to  distribute  all  available  funds 
to  worthy  applicants,  and  in  this  we  believe 
we  have  largely  succeeded. 

Recipients 

During  the  year  we  approved  122  grants  or 
commitments  to  a wide  variety  of  appli- 
cants. Many  of  these  are  in  the  field  of 
social  services  - a food  bank,  a sexual 
assault  centre,  a home  for  battered  women, 
a Council  on  aging;  we  have  helped  with 
the  building  of  libraries;  safety  councils, 
Crime  Stoppers,  John  Howard  Societies  have 
received  funding  from  us;  a mobile  dental 
unit  for  cancer  patients,  radio-telephone 
units  for  the  elderly,  summer  camps  for 
diabetic  children  - these  are  but  a sample  of 
the  funding  we  have  provided.  We  examine 
all  applications  carefully,  and  nothing  gives 
us  more  satisfaction  than  to  provide 
assistance  to  successful  applicants.  We  fully 
appreciate  the  enormous  contribution  to 
society  made  by  the  volunteer  groups  who 
seek  our  assistance  for  the  many  worthy 
programs  and  services  they  initiate  and 
support;  theirs  is  the  real  component  of 
progress  in  the  field  of  community 
endeavors  - and  we  are  pleased  and  privi- 
leged to  be  provided  with  funds  and  a man- 
date to  supply  a portion  of  their  financial 
requirements. 


Awareness 

Not  every  Albertan  is  aware  of  the  existence 
and  objects  of  The  Wild  Rose  Foundation. 
We  are  presently  devising  an  awareness 
program,  intended  to  disseminate  knowledge 
of  our  presence  to  a wider  audience,  in  the 
hope  that  no  worthy  community  organiza- 
tion will  be  unaware  of  the  possibility  of 
applying  for  funding  from  the  Wild  Rose 
Foundation.  We  find  that  most  applications 
come  from  the  larger  cities,  where  com- 
munites  are  more  aware  of  our  existence;  we 
would  like  to  think  that  citizens  in  all  parts 
of  the  province  would  learn  of  our  presence 
and  apply  for  assistance  in  the  regular  way. 
We  are  now  scheduling  some  of  our  meet- 
ings to  various  locations  outside  Edmonton, 
in  order  to  achieve  a wider  exposure  by 
meeting  local  officials  and  through  the  local 
media. 

Members 

Our  seven  members  are  chosen  from  various 
parts  of  the  province:  one  is  from  Grande 
Prairie;  one  is  from  Whitecourt;  two  reside 
in  Edmonton,  two  in  Calgary  and  one  in 
Medicine  Hat.  We  meet  on  two  regular 
occasions  per  quarter,  normally  in 
Edmonton  where  our  office  is  located.  In 
order  to  draw  attention  to  our  activities 
outside  of  Edmonton,  we  have  held  occa- 
sional meetings  in  Calgary  and  Medicine 
Hat  and  we  plan  to  meet  in  Grande  Prairie 
and  Whitecourt  in  the  near  future. 

For  their  diligence  in  attending  to  the  affairs 
of  the  Foundation,  I cannot  commend  the 
Members  too  highly.  They  devote  many 
anxious  hours  to  the  careful  review  of  the 
numerous  applications  we  receive,  and  they 
discharge  their  duties  cheerfully  and  con- 
scientiously. They  are  a good  group  with 
whom  to  work. 


The  Future 

With  the  increase  in  funding  from  the 
Western  Canada  Lottery  Foundation 
commencing  on  April  1,  1986,  we  have  the 
means  of  providing  even  more  assistance  to 
the  volunteer  segment  of  our  society.

A Report  from 
the  Executive  Director 


The  aims  and  policies  of  the  Wild  Rose 
Foundation  are  to  provide  funding  to  volun- 
teer non-profit  organizations  that  provide 
necessary  and  valuable  community  services 
to  Albertans.  The  calls  and  applications  we 
have  received  indicate  to  us  that  we  have 
been  actively  involved  in  getting  the  word 
out  to  the  volunteer  non-profit  organizations 
in  Alberta. 

As  we  look  across  the  Province,  people 
from  all  walks  of  life  are  involved  in  giving 
and  sharing  in  their  community  and  without 
their  support  the  development  and  welfare  of 
the  non-profit  sector  would  suffer  a tremen- 
dous setback.  Wild  Rose  was  set  up  to  fund 
volunteer  supported  activities  in  Alberta’s 
neighborhoods.  Its  grants  - from  a few 
hundred  dollars  to  no  more  than  $30,000  - 
help  community  health,  social,  cultural, 
educational  and  unique  projects  throughout 
the  province.  Volunteer  groups  who  have 
never  had  access  to  lottery  proceeds  are  now 
receiving  the  financial  help  they  need  for 
the  people  and  programs  in  their  area. 

The  Wild  Rose  Foundation  is  proud  to  have 
an  opportunity  to  contribute  to  the  develop- 
ment and  evolution  of  the  volunteer  sector 
which  is  in  essence  the  backbone  of  society. 

In  this  operating  year  a total  of  278  applica- 
tions were  received  by  the  Wild  Rose  Foun- 
dation which  reflected  $4,365,367  in  grant 
requests.  Of  this,  181  were  reviewed  and  the 
remainder  were  either  passed  on  to  other 
Foundations,  did  not  qualify,  or  were 
returned  at  the  request  of  the  applicant.  Of 
the  applications  received,  122  were  suc- 
cessful in  obtaining  the  support  of  the 
Foundation  at  an  average  $17,787  per  grant. 

While  not  all  of  the  applications  could  be 
approved  by  virtue  of  being  outside  of  the 
purview  of  the  Foundation,  half  of  the 
applicants  were  successful  and  covered  a 
wide  spectrum  of  activities  and  projects.  We 
believe  that  the  scope  of  the  grants  awarded 
begins  to  illustrate  the  extent  to  which  the 
Wild  Rose  Foundation  is  able  to  reach  into 
the  broad  fabric  of  the  non-profit  sector. 


While  achieving  success  at  this  stage  in  the 
life  of  the  Foundation  we  recognize  much  is 
yet  to  be  done.  Granting  criteria  in  the  early 
years  must  allow  for  a certain  flexibility  and 
interpretation  by  the  Foundation  members. 
Monitoring  of  the  funds  disbursed,  however, 
requires  precise  definition  and  well  defined 
procedures.  It  is  also  important  to  be 
introspective  to  insure  that  the  benefits 
received  from  the  grants  are  maximized 
throughout  the  Province.  To  this  end  the 
administration  will  continue  to  evaluate  and 
research  the  best  possible  means  by  which 
Albertans  can  realize  the  most  benefits  from 
the  grants  of  the  Wild  Rose  Foundation  in 
the  coming  year. 

The  Wild  Rose  Foundation  has  a bright  and 
enviable  future  and  the  management  and 
staff  looks  forward  to  meeting  and  working 
with  the  many  individuals  and  groups  to 
make  their  needs  and  projects  a reality 
throughout  Alberta.

NOTES  TO  THE 
FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS

Note  1 Authority 

The  Wild  Rose  Foundation  operates  under  the  authority  of  the  Wild 
Rose  Foundation  Act,  Chapter  W-7.8,  Statutes  of  Alberta  1984. 

Section  3 of  the  Wild  Rose  Foundation  Act  and  a Ministerial 
regulation  pursuant  to  section  6(2)  caused  certain  interpretive 
difficulties  for  the  Members  of  the  Foundation.  This  legislation 
places  certain  constraints  on  the  eligibility  of  projects  for 
funding.  In  respect  of  the  Members'  interpretation,  it  is  possible 
the  resultant  administrative  policies  may  not  be  in  strict 
accordance  with  the  legislation.  The  Minister  responsible  for  The 
Wild  Rose  Foundation  has  been  notified. 


Note  2 Significant  Accounting  Policies 

(a)  General: 

These  financial  statements  have  been  prepared  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

(b)  Grants  Payable: 

Liabilities  are  recorded  for  grants  payable  only  when  all 
conditions  required  to  qualify  for  the  grants  have  been  met  by 
the  grant  recipients.  (See  Note  7) 

(c)  Depreciation: 

Depreciation  of  furniture  and  equipment  is  recorded  annually 
using  the  straight-line  method  at  15%  of  original  cost. 

(d)  Changes  in  Financial  Position: 

A statement  of  changes  in  financial  position  is  not  provided  as 
disclosure  in  these  financial  statements  is  considered  to  be 
adequate. 


Note  3 Purpose  of  the  Foundation 

The  purpose  of  the  Foundation  is  to  provide  funding  to  volunteer 
non-profit  organizations  that  provide  necessary  and  valuable 
community  services  to  Albertans,  provided  these  organizations  are 
not  eligible  to  receive  funding  from  other  specified  sources. 


Note  4 Cash 

Cash  consists  of  deposits  in  the  Consolidated  Cash  Investment  Trust 
Fund  of  the  Province  of  Alberta.  Interest  is  earned  on  the  daily 
balance  in  the  Fund  at  the  average  rate  of  interest  earned  on  Fund 
i nvestments.

Note  6 Endowment  Fund 

The  initial  contribution  of  $4,500,000  received  from  the  Western 
Canada  Lottery  Alberta  Division  is  being  held  in  an  endowment  fund; 
the  interest  earned  thereon  is  recorded  as  revenue.  This  endowment 
fund  is  not  available  to  The  Wild  Rose  Foundation  for  use  in  its 
normal  operations  unless  approved  by  the  Minister. 


Note  7 Commitments 

As  at  March  31,  1986,  the  Foundation  had  commitments  totalling 
$404,727  in  respect  of  grants  approved  where  certain  conditions  were 
still  to  be  met  by  the  applicants.  These  commitments  are  not 
recorded  as  liabilities  as  at  March  31,  1986.  (See  Note  2(b)) 


Note  8 Lease  Agreement 

The  Foundation  has  entered  into  a lease  agreement  for  office 
accommodation  whereby  the  Foundation  will  have  a rent-free  period  to 
September  30,  1986.  Monthly  lease  payments  of  $2,208  will  commence 
from  October  1,  1986  for  39  months. 


Note  9 Comparative  Figures 

The  comparative  figures  on  the  statement  of  revenue,  expenditure  and 
surplus  are  for  the  period  November  13,  1984  to  March  31,  1985. 

The  1985  figures  have  been  reclassified  where  necessary  to  conform 
to  1986  presentation.
